Through July 21 , 1985 *MAY SHOW 

The Cleveland Museum's 66th annual juried exhibition of works by 
artists and craftsmen of Ohio's Western Reserve region. Guest jurors 
are assisted by Museum staff as judges. The June issue of the 
Museum Bulletin catalogues the exhibition. 



Through August 4, 1985 FOCUS: FIBER 

A juried show of original works by members of the Textile Arts 
Club of Cleveland, this annual exhibition encompasses many textile 
techniques, including weaving, printing and dyeing, papermaking, 
embroidery, applique, macrame, xerography, and photo— imagery . 


Through August 11, 1985 VENICE: SILK AND LACE 

This show presents aspects of Italian genius in the textile arts 
through 25 pieces from the Museum collection. Included are 
exquisite pieces of 17th— and 18th— century Venetian lace and Italian 
silks and velvets of the 14th through the 18th centuries. 


Through August 25, 1985 LEONA E. PRASSE, CONNOISSEUR 

AND CURATOR 

An exhibition of more than 100 prints and drawings dating from the 
16th through the 20th centuries, the finest of the nearly 500 works 
given to the Museum by the late Leona E. Prasse, a curator in the 
Museum's Department of Prints and Drawings from 1925 to 1967, honors 
her memory. Among the notable drawings are old master works, including 
a study by Murillo, and a group by American artist Charles Burchfield. 
Prints include works by Diirer, Rembrandt, William Blake, Renoir, 
Toulouse-Lautrec, and Feininger (whose graphic work was published by 
Miss Prasse in a definitive catalogue in 1972) .

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Through September 29, 1985 


URBAN VICISSITUDES 


City life in its many aspects — fast-paced and exciting, or routine 
and sometimes grim — is depicted in this exhibition of some 75 prints, 
drawings, and photographs by European and American artists of the 
last 150 years. The exhibition, drawn from the Museum's collections 
with loans from the Progressive Corporation collection, presents 
works by Daumier, Degas, Toulouse-Lautrec, Grosz, Kirchner, Sloan, 
Bourke-White, Rauschenberg, Rosenquist, and Kitaj, among others. 


Through November 10, 1985 SCULPTURE FOR PUBLIC PLACES 

Changing styles and tastes in public sculpture over the past 180 
years are examined in this exhibition of models and reductions of 
sculpture created for public spaces in 19th— and 20th— century France 
and America. The twenty-four examples, chosen from the Museum and 
private collections, include works by such famous sculptors as 
Antoine Barye, Rodin, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, and Isamu Noguchi, 
and models for recent sculpture on the campus of Cleveland's Case 
Western Reserve University. Each is accompanied by a label discussing 
its historical context and site. 


August 20 - October 20, I 985 RESISTANT RHYTHMS; THE ART 

OF JAPANESE STENCILS 


This exhibition features the intricately cut stencils, made from 
mulberry bark paper, which are used to make the blue-and-white, 
resist-dyed fabrics long prized in Japan. The 49 stencils in the 
show, most dating from the late 19th century with a few contemporary 
ones, and examples of resist-dyed fabric, were chosen from the 
Museum's holdings and private collections. A free brochure, which 
explains the painstaking process of Japanese stencil making, 
accompanies the exhibition. 


August 21 - October 6, I 985 *GE0RGE INNESS (1825-1894): 

AMERICAN LANDSCAPE PAINTER 


An exhibition of more than 50 works by George Inness (1825-1894) , 
one of the leading American landscape painters of the 19th century, 
presents a selection of his finest works. The exhibition, which 
displays the full range of Inness 's mature artistic output, was 
organized by the Los Angeles County Museum of Art and opened at The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

After Cleveland, the exhibition travels to The Minneapolis Museum 
of Art, The Los Angeles County Museum of Art, The National Gallery of 
Art, and The Art Institute of Chicago, making it the most widely seen 
exhibition of Inness paintings ever presented. The exhibition was made 
possible by a grant from the National Endowment for the Arts and 
Mr. and Mrs. Meredith J. Long. It is accompanied by a catalogue 
published with support from The Henry Luce Foundation through the 
Luce Fund for Scholarship in American Art.

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August 21 - October 13, 1985 *THE THIRD DIMENSION: SCULPTURE 

OF THE NEW YORK SCHOOL 


This traveling exhibition presents more than 60 works by 22 sculptors 
working during the 1940s and 1950s, when Abstract Expressionism 
dominated the art world. Influenced by Cubism, Constructivism, and 
Surrealism, sculptors of the period used new materials (plastics, 
steel, and found objects) and new ways of working, including welding 
and assembling. The exhibition reappraises this dynamic period of 
sculptural activity through an examination of works by Calder, 
Chamberlain, di Suvero, Hague, Lippold, Lipton, Nevelson, Noguchi, 
Rozak, Smith, Stankiewicz, and others. The exhibition, which is 
accompanied by a catalogue, was organized by the Whitney Museum of 
American Art, New York, and made possible by a generous grant from 
the National Committee of the Whitney Museum. 


September 10 - November 17, I 985 A HISTORY OF COLOR PRINTING 

More than 100 prints from the Museum's fine collections trace 
the evolution of color printing, from its beginnings in early 
16th-century Germany and Italy to the present day. They include 
the earliest color prints, such as a unique chiaroscuro woodcut by 
Hans Burgkmair; examples of 18th-century experiments in color engraving, 
mezzotint, and aquatint; 19th-century color lithographs; and 20th- 
century expressionist works by artists such as Munch and Nolde, 
who used color symbolically . The wall text which accompanies the 
exhibition describes each color process. 


October 1 - Fall I 985 SUIBOKUGA: JAPANESE INK PAINTING 

About 20 hanging scrolls, handscrolls, and screens from the Museum's 
distinguished Oriental collections trace the development of ink 
painting in Japan from the Kamakura to Edo periods. Explanatory text 
and a gallery guide accompany the exhibition, which selects from the 
collection Chinese, Korean, and Japanese works. 


October 14 - December 15, 1985

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THREE EXHIBITIONS COMPLEMENTING THE MAJOR INDIAN SCULPTURE EXHIBITION 

September 10, I 985 - Spring I 986 NEEDLES, DYE-POTS, AND LOOMS: 

TEXTILE TRADITIONS IN INDIA 

More than two dozen 14th— through 20th— century Indian garments 
and textiles are selected from the Museum’s collection for this 
exhibition. Included are woven, embroidered, printed, and 
painted clothing and fabrics used in everyday Indian life as 
well as on special ceremonial occasions. 


October 30 - December 15, 1985 THE TWAIN SHALL MEET 

A range of objects from the Museum’s comprehensive collections 
Egyptian textiles, Islamic ceramics, Indian miniatures, 
European engravings, Sasanian silver, Roman Palmyran sculpture, 
and Chinese lacquer — documents the flourishing artistic exchange 
that began between China and the West and continued for fifteen 
centuries. This exhibition traces the progress of themes, 
styles, and techniques as they were transmitted in both 
directions across central Asia via the so-called "Silk Routes," 


November 5, 1985 - January 12, I 986 SACRED INDIA 

This educational show is designed to help Museum visitors 
understand the religious imagery — Buddhist, Hindu, and Jain — 
in the major Kushan sculpture exhibition. The Buddhist section 
examines the life of the Buddha through the four major events 
in his life — Birth, Enlightenment, First Sermon, and Death; 
the previous lives of the Buddha; and the attendant figures 
often seen with the Buddha. The Hindu section concentfatea 
on Hinduism’s four main gods — Brahma, Vishnu, Shiva, and 
Devi — ^while the Jain section presents the 24 teachers of Jainism. 
The show includes more than 20 works as well as photographs 
and photo-enlargements of major monuments in Indian sculpture. 

It is accompanied by wall text and a free 40-page catalogue. 


November I 3 , I 985 - January 5, 1986 *KUSHAN SCULPTURE: IMAGES 

FROM ANCIENT INDIA 


This major exhibition organized by The Cleveland Museum of Art 
is the first ever devoted to the art of the Kushan dynasty 
of the first through third centuries. The Kushan period was one 
of the most significant in Indian history, the formative period of 
Buddhism and the first to produce human images of the Buddha.

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The 134 works in the exhibition are from the two major sculptural 
traditions of the Kushan period — Gandharan and Mathuran* Gandharan 
sculpture absorbed Graeco-Roman realism, while Mathuran sculpture 
was conceptual, based on the native Indian vision of what the body 
should look like rather than how it actually looked. 

About one-fourth of the sculptures in the exhibition are from the 
Cleveland Museum collection, which is sufficiently large to provide 
a comprehensive survey of Kushan art. Loans from more than a dozen 
important American collections make up the remainder of the exhibition, 
complemented by significant loans from India, Europe, and Canada. 

A fully illustrated catalogue and a free exhibition guide accompany 
the exhibition which was funded, in part, by a grant from the National 
Endowment for the Arts. One of the exhibition’s goals is to make 
available to a scholarly and general public many works which have not 
been widely published and are not yet well known. 

Kushan Sculpture is part of the 1985-86 "Festival of India," authorized 
by the Indo-U.S. Joint Commission on Museums, a committee of the Indo- 
U.S. Subcommission on Education and Culture. After closing in Cleveland, 
the exhibition travels to the Asia Society, New York (February 13- 
April 6, 1986) and the Seattle Art Museum (May 8-July 13, 1986). 


November 19> 1985 “ March 16, 1986 THE BASKET MAKERS 

The American Indian baskets in this exhibition, drawn primarily 
from the Museum collection, have been chosen to illustrate an art 
form whose technical and design sophistication make American 
Indian basketry among the finest in the world. 


January 8 - February 16, 1986 AUDACIOUS VISIONS 

The exhibition presents more than 50 prize-winning drawings from the 
collection of over 3,000 student competition projects of the late 
18th- and early 19th-century newly discovered in the archives of the 
Ecole National des Fonts et Chaussees in Paris. The drawings cover a 
broad range of architectural and civil engineering problems and 
reveal the high level of conceptual clarity and drawing ability 
that student architects and engineers of the period were expected 
to achieve in compulsory competitions. The exhibition was organized 
under the auspices of the Godwin-Ternbach Museum at Queens College 
of the City University of New York. A catalogue accompanies the 
exhibition. 


January 28 - March 23, 1986 POSSESSORS OF POWER-AFRI CAN 

MASKS AND SCULPTURE 


More than thirty objects, mostly West African, from the Museum collection 
and private collections in Cleveland, with some photographs, are included 
in this educational exhibition, which illustrates the uses of African 
art objects in rituals and ceremonies.

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February 12 - March 30, 1986 CLEVELANDERS COLLECT MODERN ART 

Some collectors of 20th-century art who have close ties to the 
Museum have generously agreed to exhibit works chosen from their 
collections . 


February 25 - April 20, I 986 WILLIAM RIMMER RETROSPECTIVE 

William Rimmer (1816-1879) was an important American painter and 
s^^lptor as V7ell as a distinguislied teaclier wlio influenced a younger 
generation of artists. Approximately 70 works — paintings, sculpture, 
drawings, and prints — make up this definitive exhibition of his art. 
The retrospective, organized by the Brockton Art Museum/Fuller 
Memorial, is the first comprehensive scholarly analysis of his work 
and the first general exhibition in more than a generation. The 
exhibition has been funded by the National Endowment for the Arts, 
the National Endowment for the Humanities, and the Dana Charitable 
Trust. A scholarly catalogue accompanies the exhibition. 


March 19 - April I 3 , 1986 YEAR IN REVIEW 

The premiere exhibition of acquisitions made by The Cleveland Museum 
of Art in 1985 presents all the works acquired during that year, the 
only time that all are exhibited as a group. None of the works 
will have been previously exhibited in the Museum . The March issue 
of the Museum Bulletin is the catalogue for this major exhibition. 


April 1 - July 27 , 1986 ANIMALS AS ROMANTIC ICONS 

IN FRENCH ART 

Approximately thirty prints, drawings, and small paintings and 
fifteen bronze sculptures, all dating from the first half of the 
19th century, will be included in this exhibition intended to 
demonstrate the wide range of emotional content and close 
observation of nature which characterize them. 

April 8 - May 25, 1986 FOCUS; FIBER 

A juried show of original works by members of the Textile Arts 
Club of Cleveland, this annual exhibition encompasses many textile 
techniques, including weaving, printing and dyeing, papermaking, 
embroidery, applique, macrame, xerography, and photo-imagery.
